While the quarantine and regula- 
tions bring wnder strict 
all fruits and certain vegetables in the 
entire state of Florida, an absolute 
embargo becomes established only in 
the zone-known to be infested by the 
pest. That zone covers orchards where 
the fly has been found and a distance 
of one mile in every direction from

67 Georgians Die 
As Twisters Leave 


Section in Ruins 


Statesboro Bears Brunt of Cyclones With 31 
Dead, 62 Injured; Metter, Cochran, Dexter, 
Norristown and Rentz Report Casualties; 
Homes Demolished, Stock Slain and Crops * 
and Fruit Trees Stripped by Raging Winds. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Southern Georgia and a small area just over the line in South Caro- 
lina today counted a death toll of 72, an injured list approaching 500 
and property damage high in the thousands from a series of tornadoés 
that struck late Thursday and Thursday night. Indications were that the 
number of casualties might be greater when relief agencies covered all 
of the affected region and communication was restored. 

Gorgia, with a death toll of 67, bore the brunt of destruction, which 
extended roughly in a wide sweep from Cochran, in the south central 
part of the state, northeastward into South Carolina. Virtually all of the 
injured and most of the property loss also were in that area, which is 
largely rural. 

Residents reported as many-.as three tornado disturbances swooping 
down upon widely scattered places during yesterday, wrecking homes, 
uprooting trees, killing livestock, and accompanied by hail whict! flat-

Metter Hit Hard. 

An outlying residential section of Metter was hard hit, as were scat- 
tered places in Candler county, of which it is the seat. Statesboro proper, 
however, escaped major damage. *Most of the destruction in that area 
was wrought in remote-sections of Bulloch *county, which adjoins 
Candler. 

Both towns were made receiving stations for bodies of the dead, 
injured and homieless, rendering difficult an accurate check of the 
number of persons affected. 

Even before the full extent of thé disaster had become known, doc- 
tors and nurses were en route to the stricken areas to treat the injured 
and recover the dead. The state board of physicians ordered out all its 
available physicians and nurses for storm duty and dispatched a supply 


'of anti-toxin for use in preventing tetanus outbreaks. 


At the same time, the state's military department was instructed 


/ by Governor Hardman to render whatever aid was required in the hous- 
'ing and feeding of homeless and in local police work. 


In most cases, 
however, civil authorities reported the situation well in hand, although 
Adjutant General Homer Parker ordered national guard units at Macon, 
Savannah, Dublin, Statesboro and other cities to prepare for possible 


emergency calls from the storm area.

f.. Coleman, on the extreme eastern 
edge of Candler county. 

Little warning was had by resi- 
dents as the first twister swooped 
down on an outlying residential sec- 
tion, destroying several homes and 
killing 12 persons. 

Mrs. J. T. Cratnell, 68, was crush- 
ed to death in her ‘collapsing home, 
dnd Mrs. Bruce Hendricks and her 
two grown daughters died when their 
home was destroyed. A. L. Cercell, 
15 years old, was killed when he was 
struck by flying timbers, and seven 
negro employes of the Hendricks’ fam- 
ily died when their small houses col- 
lapsed. 

In the second twister, which struck 
on an outlying fringe of the county, 
an entire family was wiped out, when 
Mr. and Mrs. W. L. Coleman and 
their three children were killed. Re- 
orts from the vicinity said a heavy 
ailstor accompanied the second 
tornacdk 

Bruce Vandle, of the Metter Ad- 
vertiser, e&timated that more than 100

While this work went forward va- 
ried stories of yesterday’s catastrophe 
were related. 

J. KR. Mullis, whose infant was 
killed, his wife and two other children 
critically injured and himself badly 
hurt, today had recovered sufficiently 
to relate the behavior of the phenom- 
enon which struck here at 3 p. m. 
yesterday. 

Mullis was standing in his room 
when he heard a strange whir, unmis- 
takably a premonition of the impeni- 
ing danger. Fearing his house would 
not stand the storm, he led his family 
to the home of Sam Petty, near-by, 
where A. D., Searborough. algo. had 
taken refuge. ) 

House Twisted Apart. 

The storm struck, and Mullis said 
it seemed the house was twisted 
apart at one blow.~He clung to two 
ef the children and his wife held the 
infant. The house crashed. 

One moment later Mullis recovered 
his consciousness to find the two 
older children still clinging to him. 
He said he felt a superior strength 
as hetlug under the wreckage anxious 
to learn the fate of his wife and 
baby. | 

The raging wind had wrested the 


infant from its mother’s arms and 


thrown it away several yards. The 
baby died a few minutes later, and 
the mother today was in a critical 
condition. 


Members of the Petty and 
borough families also were 
seriously. : 

One story told on today was that 
three horses grazing in a pasture were 
picked up bodily and carried across 
two fences and a readway to another 
pasture a quarter of a mile away. The 
horses were uninjured. 

R. 8S. Barlow was one of the first 
to yisit his wrecked home on the out- 
skirts of this town early today, There 
was hardly any semblance of a home 
—nothing but a pile of debris, even 
the house pillars being crumpled. 

Barlow's wife was in an emergency 
hospital not expected to live, but he 
ventured out shortly after dawn to- 
day to reclaim what small effects he 
could. of the wreckage. There -was 
no sign of life in the debris and one 
would wonder how any living thing 
could survive such a blow. 

Turtle Survives. 

But there was a living thing, and 
when it appeared finally from the de- 
bris, a grin was forced across Bar- 
low’s serious, drawn face. Barlow's 
mud turtle had survived the story. 

Barlow's family had sought shelter 
in a nearby dwelling, which also was 
destroved. Mrs. Barlow was said to 
have been carried 100 yards by the 
swirling wind.

Two negroes living in a heuse 
to the rear of the Barlow residence 
were killed.

ALBANY WIL BUILD 
DKE ON FLINT RIVER 


Albany.’ Ga., April 26.—(Special.) 
To protect industrial property in low- 
lying lands along the Flint river from 
floods, the city of Albany will build 
a dike 3,000 to 4,000 feet in length 
in the northern part of town. The 
new dike will cost in the neighborhood 
of $9,000, it is estimated, and will 
protect the city’s gas plant, along 
with several private industrial enter-

Interrupts Farm Relief De- 
bate With His Reso- 
lution. 


— 


Washington, April 26.—(United 
News.)—Religion is shouldering its 
way into President Hoover's special 
farm relief and tariff session of con- 
gress. 

Senator Heflin, democrat, Alabama, 
is about the only national political 
figure who has talked about the so- 
called religious issue of the last cam- 
paign since Hoover took office. 
Others seemed glad to forget it. But 
now the Alabaman has drawn most 
of the senate into a revival of the con- 
troversy. 

He is insisting upon a vote on his 
resolution censuring an unknown 
person in Brockton, Mass., for hurl- 
ing an empty bottle at him following 
one af his anti-Catholic speeches there 
several weeks ago. Although the bot- 
tle missed its mark and struck a po- 
liceman, Heflin has said he will not 
be satisfied until the United States 
senate condemns his assailant. 

Republican and democratic leaders 
alike have sought to avoid a vote on 
; the resolution but Heflin is adamant. 

Blaine Objects. 

Senator Watson, republican floor 
leader, following a futile effort to dis- 
suade Heflin from pressing the reso- 
lution, promiséd him a vote today 
but Senator Blaine, republican, Wis- 
consin, refused to let it come up. 
When Watson proposed a unanimous 
agreement to give Heflin his vote, 
Blaine objected. 

“Congress was called into session 
to solve two of the most important 
economic problems ever faced by this 
nation,” said the Wisconsin senator. 
“I deem it more important to consider 
them than any personal resolution 
of this kind.” 

Thus thwarted, Heflin immediately 
served notice he would address the 
lsenate on “The Roman Conspiracy in 
| This Body.” 

Karlier in the day he had inter- 
rupted the farm debate to deny the 
truth of a newspaper article stating 
that 30,000 Alabama -women have 
signed a resolution denouncing Hef- 
lin’s anti-Catholic speeches. 

The organization behind this reso- 
lution has not more than 100 mem- 
bers, he said. 

Hits At Opponents. 

“T challenge them to show 500 
members,” he told the senate. “There 
were not 30,000 votes cast against me 
the last time I ran. “I was nomi- 
nated in 1924 without opposition. 
This organization was gotten up by 
someone who wants to run against 
me, helped by New York influence. I 
don’t know but what some smooth 
artist in this body may have given 
suggestions.” ° 

Heflin modified his resolution to 
condemn the Brockton incident but 
expressed no opinion on the subject 
matter of his religious speeches. Then 
the senate returned to consideration 
of the farm bill but the religious 
question persisted in cropping up.

the outlaw spirits of the community. 
Demands are growing, not for more 
laws, but for more judicial cour- 
age, more prosecuting skill, and for 
a better class of jurors, embodying 
responsible citizens who have con- 
scientious respect for oaths, for law 
and for evidence, Any hope for the 
improvement of law enforcement 
must be rested upon the willing- 
ness of the states to reform their 
agencies for such enforcement. 
Otherwise, if things go on as they 
are, crimes will increase and the 
public safety be more vitally jeopar- 
dized,

LEVIATHAN COMPLETES 
FIRST “WET” VOYAGE 


New York, April 26.—(#)—The 
liner, Leviathdn docked today at the 
conclusion of its first “wet” voyage 
under the American flag. At the 12- 
mile limit 112 bottles of liquor were 
heaved overboard in accordance with 
the law that permits only medical 
stores to be brought nearer the coast. 

When the Leviathan docked with 
its 1,147 passengers among the first 
to cross the gangplank were 52 mem- 
bers of the customs enforcement serv- 
ice. 

During its first “wet” voyage there 
was no bar on the Leviathan and no 
printed wine list was issued to the 
passengers, but in the smoking and 
dining rooms passengers who asked 
for them were given small typewritten 
lists to select from. 

Passengers said that liquor was to 
be had in the smoking and dining 
rooms but as a matter of fact most 
of the drinking was done in the cabins. 
They said that no’ cases of intoxica- 
tion had been seen. 

Passengers reported that inexperi- 
ence of the Leviathan’s crew as liquor 
dispensers was evidenced by the first 
stock they laid in. On the third day 
out, they said, the beer was all con- 
sumed and from then on it was wine 
or “hard stuff” or nothing. Several 
passengers complained that more malt 
and less spirits would have been mote 
acceptable. 

The passengers were the only ones 
who did any talking about the change 
from dry to wet policy by the new 
private owners of the Leviathan. The 
ship's personnel, from Captain Har- 
old Cunningham to the lowliest bell- 
boy, maintained complete silence on 
the subject.

BRITISH FLIERS LAND: 
ENDURANCE MARK SET 


London, April 26.—(#)—Squadron 
Leader A. G. Jones-Williams and 
Flight Lieutenant N. H. Jenkins, of 
the British royal air force, who left 
England Wednesday morning on a 
non-stop long-distance flight to Cal- 
cutta, landed at Karachi at 1:15 
o'clock this afternoon, British time. 

Although the pilots failed to reach 
their intended destination, they made 
the first non-stop flight to India and 
established a new British long-distance 
record. They covered approximately 
4.100 miles in 50 hours and 48 min- 
utes, 

The airmen had made steady prog- 
ress from the time of their departure 
from Cranwell, covering the first 
2.600 miles in about 27 hours and the 
latter stage of 1,500 miles from Bag- 
dad to Karachi in 22' hours. Head 
winds held them up after their passage 
over Bagdad. 


They passed over Karachi, but re- 
turned about an hour later because 
of a shortage of gasoline. 


The record for a non-stop long-dis- 
tance flight is held by Captain Ar- 
turo Ferrarin and Major Delprette, 
Italian fliers who flew 5,062 miles 
from Italy to Brazil in 58 hours and 
37 minutes.

Velocity of the death-dealing tor- 
ando, air currents can not be meas- 
ured because no recorder in the area 
is able to survive the fury of the 
wind, it was explained, and for the 
same reason, the maximum velocity 
of any tornado never has been re- 
corded. > 

A tornado differs }from a cyclone 
in several respects. The cyclone tra- 
vels in a spiral manner at a velocity 
of gyration of from zero to 100 miles 
an hour and is sometimes 1,000 miles 
in diameter. While the tornado also 
is spirally in action. it usually has a 
gyration of about 100 to 300 yards in 
(iameter and is much more destruc- 
tive. 
Dr. Willis Luther Moore, of the 
George Washington university, says 
wheat straws have been shot by the 
winds of a tornado half an inch into 
a solid oak tree and that a two-by- 
four pine scantling has been driven 
through five-eights of an inch of solid 
iron, in explaining that the maximum 
velocity has not been recorded. The 
instruments are destroyed by the force 
of the winds. It is thought that it 
sometimes gains a momentum of about 
500 miles an hour and.nothing can 
stand in its path. 

With the tornado headed for the 
Atlantic, the seurrying clouds which 
Friday were passing over Atlanta 
were slated to clear up before mid- 
night. 

Mr. von Herrmann declared that 
the low pressure area could have been 
caused by intensive radiation due to 
excessive heat which caused the _ hot 
air to rise rapidly and forced the cold- 
er-air into the area. 

‘‘Temperatures today and tomorrow 
will be low, probably as low as 50 de- 
grees,’ Mr. von Herrmann said. “My 
opinion is. that the storm is over and 
that a return to normal temperatures 
and weather conditions will 
speedy.”

GRAND DUKE MICHAEL 
OF RUSSIA IS DEAD 


London, April 26.—(*”)—Grand 
Duke Michael of Russia. cousin of 
the late czar. died here this morning. 

Grand Duke Michael suffered an 
attack of influenza late in the winter 
which left him weak, and his family 
had given up hope he might live 
some days past. 

The grand duke was for years an 
important figure in London society 
and smart Anglo-American circles on 
the Riviera where he spent a part of 
his time. Although his fortunes were 
badly depleted by the Russian revolu- 
tion he still was able to maintain a 
fine London residence and beautiful! 
villa at Cannes, where he sometimes 
entertained lavishly. 

In 1891 he contracted a morganatic 
marriage with Countess Torby at San 
Remo and they lived together devoted- 


‘ly until her death in London Septem- 


ber, 1927. She was one of the most 
famous of London hostesses and had 
many social gifts. 

Their two daughters married into 
the British nobility, one being Lady 
Zia Wenher, wife of Major Sir Harold 
Wenher of London. and the other. 
Countess Milford Kaven, whose hus- 
band is a cousin of King George. They 
also had a son, Count Michael Torby. 

On the continent Michael was 
known as “Miche-Miche,” a nickname 
which was in odd contradistinction to 
his imposing soldierly appearance. 

he grand duke was deeply  af- 
fected by his wife's death two years 
ago, and his health was never the 
same afterward. Although his family 
disapproved of his marriage with her, 
their life together was one of ro- 
mance, both steadfastly clinging to 
their early affection for each other. 
Because of this marriage he spent 
most of his life in exile from his na- 
tive land.

Home in Storm

Cochran, Ga., April 26.—(Special.) 
On the outskirts of Cochran, removed 
from any other section of the city, 
yesterday there stood four houses, 
two of them occupied by the Petty 


the other by the Scarboroughs. To- 
day only one of those houses is stand- 


ing. The other three were demol- 
ished and scattered over a wide area. 
The story of yesterday afternoon's 
tornado to this removed little group 
of houses is one of the most tragic 
in the history of this middle Georgia 


y. 

All of the occupants of the four 
houses are injured, several of them 
severely and the infant daughter of 
the Mullis’ is dead—all because the 
eccupants, when thay saw the storm 
coming, gambled with fate and lost. 
Warned a few minutes in advance 
of the oncoming hurricane the four 
families huddled together in the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Mullis. With 
one terrific sweep the tornado tore 
the frame dwelling house into a thou- 
sand bits. Panic-stricken the families 
made a desperate effort to save them- 
selves. 

Mrs. Mullis, holding her infaat 
daughter, was tossed about like a 
cork on the ocean. The child was 
hurled from her arms and smashed 
against the crumbling walls of the 
house. Its skull was crushed but 
the tiny body was still alive when 
rescuers reached the scene, but the 
girl died several hours later. 

Mr. Mullis, leaving the baby to 
the care of his wife, concentrated in 
saving the two other children. He 
did succeed in saving their lives, 
but possibly only at the expense of 
his own, for today he is lying on a 
cot. in the improvised hospital bere, 
one of the most critically injured yic- 
tims of the storm. 

The two other children, both boys, 
are badly hurt, too, but their recov- 
ery is believed certain.

Society, died at his home here at 
a. m. today after an illness of 10 days. 
His death was not unexpected and his 
family was at his bedside until the 
end. 

Author, professor, lecturer, surgeon 
and physician, Dr. Witherspoon was 
dean of the medical profession in 
Nashville and known by the profes- 
sion throughout this country and con- 
tinental Europe. He was one of the 
founders of the Vanderbilt Medical 
college. 

In 1900. he was one of the five on 
the council of medical education in 
the United States, representing the 
south and west. He served as presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Valley Medi- 
ent Association and the American Col- 
lege Association in 1909. At request 
of Secretary of State Knox, he de- 
livered the acceptance address at the 
dedication of the George Washington 
monument at Budapest. 

Dr. W*®therspoon was born in Co- 
lumbia, Tenn., in 1864 and was grad- 
uated from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1883. His widow and four 
children, John A. Witherspoon. Jr., 
Nashville; Mrs. Ralph Talley, Knox- 
ville; Mrs. Eugene Le Gette, New 
York, and Mrs. Albert Woods, Chica- 
go, survive him. Funeral arrange- 
ments were being completed today.

Method of Anemia Treatment 


Brunswick, Ga., April 26.—())— 
Discovery of a new method for the 
treatment of anemia was announced 
here today by Dr. J. L. MeGhee, head 
of the biochemistry department of 
Emory university, in an address before 
the Cotton Manufacturers Association 


of Georgia, in which he described ex- 


periments in mill villages during the | 


past 16 months. , 

While declining to reveal the for- | 
mula, Dr. MeGhee said the treatment 
had been successful and that 19 out 
of 20 cases treated had been cured. 
He added that complete data concern- 
ing the discovery which was made in 
the laboratories of Emory university 
at Atlanta would be made through 
professional journals, 

Dr. MeGhee and co-workers from 
Emory university have been conduct- 
ing research work in anemia among 
workers in cotton mills of Georgia 
since January, 1928, and he said the 
discovery resulted from this work. 

In addressing the cotton manufac- 
turers, Dr. McGhee stressed the nec- 
essity for checking this disease among 
mill workers to maintain their phy- 
sical well being and thus promote ef- 
ficiency.

PENDLEY TO URGE INSTALLATION HERE 


Plan Lauded 


Investigator

Radio broadcasting and reception, 


the most amazingly effective weapon 
against crime that the world has ever 
known, according to O. H. Pendley, 
secretary to the Atlanta police com- 
mittee of council, who returned Fri- 
day from a week's visit to the Michi- 
gan city, where he was sent by local 
police officials to study methods em- 
ployed there:

said. The police body after ‘consider- 
ing the report will in turn offer the 
proposal to general council, urging 
immediate appropriation of funds 
necessary to purchase the equipment, 
officials indicated. 
Commissioner Is “Sold.” 

So successful have the Detroit po- 

lice been in fighting crime with the 


squad in command of a sergeant. We 
were about two miles from the De- 
troit river when the voice of the an- 
nouncer at headquarters came through 
the receiver: ‘Cruiser No: 10 go to 
the river front at Harper avenue. A 
man has been thrown in the river.’ 

“At a terrific speed we started to- 
ward Harper avenue, but as is- the 
rule of the department, the announcer 
repeated the address: ‘Go to the 
river front and HARBOR avenue’— 
this time he spelled the name of the 
avenue. 


Drowning Man Rescued. 


“The driver then turned the cruiser 
around and we were speeding to Har- 
bor avenue, which, incidentally, is 
quite a distance from Harper avenue. 
Traveling at an average speed of 70 
miles an hour, we were there in less 
than two minutes, and within a short 
time one of the members of the squad 
had pulled a drowning man from the 
almost freezing waters—after he had 
gone down twice. 

“Investigation revealed that the man 
was «demented and had not been 
thrown in the river, as was first re- 
ported, but had it not been for the 


radio, executives there unreservedly 
maintain that abolition of the sys- 
tem would seriously hamper efficiency 
of the department, Pendley declared.

PROTEST NEW FARM 
RELIEF MEASURE 


Washington, April 26.—(?))—A 
strong protest, amounting to a re- 
volt, against the policy of linking sta- 
bilization corporations to co-operative 
marketing agencies under the new 
farm relief bill, was made today by 
the National Co-operative Milk. Pro- 
ducers’ Federation. 

In resolutions adopted by the board 
of directors of the organization and 
sent to members of congress, the 44- 
member associations sharply assailed 
the measure which passed the house 
vesterday as well as the senate com- 
mittee bill, as imposing upon co-opera- 
tive associations a burden that they 
were loath to carry. 

“Because of the grave dangers to 
co-operative marketing associations in- 
volved in both of these bills,” they 
declared, “we hereby clearly, emphat- 


_ieally and completely disassociate our- 


selves from all of the previsions of 


these bills that require co-operative | 


marketing associations to own, con- 
trol and manage the stabilization cor- 
poration, and voice our hope that no 
co-operative marketing association will 
engage in an experiment involving 
so great a risk.” 


SAILORS ARE ASKED 
TO JOIN TRIBUTE 
TO THEIR MOTHERS 


Washington, April 26.—(4)—Secre- 
tary Adams, of the navy, has asked 


American sailors everywhere to join 
in a tribute to their mothers on 
Mother's Day, May 12.

The levees on the main stream in 
the lower valley have been rebuilt 
or strengthened during the past year, 
the army engineers said, so that there 
is no danger of crevasses unless un- 
precedented rains or storm raise the 
flood levels to a stage even greater 
than in 1927. 

Members of congress from the three 
lower valley states of Arkansas, Louis- 
iana and Mississippi supported the 
army engineers in the assertion that 
there is no danger. 

On the upper half of the river, 
however, the menacing high waters 
greatly concerned the army engineers, 
but they believed the flood waters 
from the already inundated sections 
would recede soon and there was not 
as serious a situation as two years 
ago. 

They said the crevasses made dur- 
ing the 1927 flood on the Mississippi 
have been repaired, and none of the 
levees where breaks occurred two 
years ago is in danger.

She asks him to sing 
and he responds with a drinking song, “A 
Bumper We'll Drink,” in which the hostess 
and guests join in the chorus. 


All go into the ballroom to dance but 
Violetta feels faint and excuses herself. All 
leave her to herself except Alfred and his 
concern for her pleases her. They fall in 
love with each other and tell it in the duet, 
“Rapturous Moment.” 

After her guests, including Alfred, have 
gone, Violetta dreams of her new love, sing- 
ing “The One of Whom I Dreamed,” and 
“The Round of Pleasure.” Both of these

arias and are a hard test for any singer. 
ACT II. 

A little country house near the city where 
Alfred and Violetta are living, perfectly 
happy in their new love. Alfred is delight- 
ed to find a perfect mate in Violetta, after 
having himself indulged in a somewhat 
protracted period of wild-oat sewing. He 
expresses this thought in “Wild My Dream.” 

But Alfred hasn’t much money and the 
house, though small, is expensive to main- 


tain. Alfred learns from Violetta’s maid 
that her mistress has sold her jewels to pay 
the upkeep of the house and he is overcome 
with shame. 

Then; unexpectedly, Violetta leaves for 
Paris to get more money. 

Qn her return she is surprised to find 
Alfred missing. She is astonished when she 
is visited by Germont, Alfred’s father. The 
father is not pleased by the entanglement 
between his son and Violetta and he hardly 
treats her politely at first. Her dignity is 
great, however, and his humility is com- 
plete when he learns that she has been 
supporting Alfred instead of Alfred sup- 
porting her. 

He then takes another attitude and begs 
her to leave Alfred for the sake of his 
younger sister, whose marriage to a young 
noble will be jeopardized if the affair of 
her brother is known. The sister is de- 
scribed in the aria, “Pure As an Angel.” 

Violetta at first refuses, but realizing that 
her notoriety will eventually injure Alfred, 
finally consents. Germont is filled with 
gratitude and weeps as he holds the gir] in 
fatherly embrace. 

After Germont leaves, Violetta writes a 
good-bye note to Alfred and begins prepa- 
rations to return to Paris, in the midst of 
which Alfred returns. He is puzzled by her 
actions, but she manages to get away. He 
is waiting for his father when a servant 
hands him Violetta’s note and he finds she 
has deserted him. 

Despite every effort of the elder Ger-

mont, Alfred is inconsolable. He sits sob- 
bing at a table while his father sings “Thy 
Home in Fair Provence.” 


But Alfred is convinced that Violetta has 
treated him faithlessly and callously and, 
trying to forget her, he rushes off to the 
fleshpots of Paris to smother his sorrow in 
dissipation. 


The second scene of this act is the elab- 
orate home of Flora, a friend of Violetta’s. 
Violetta has joined another admirer, Baron 
Douphol, and the two are expected at a 
gambling party Flora is giving. Violetta 
is ill but has resumed her old life to con- 
vince Alfred that she is through with him 
forever. 

Then Alfred comes to the party. He 
pretends indifference to Violetta and, gam- 
bling, wins heavily. When Violetta arrives 
with the baron, Alfred ignores her but 
challenges the baron to a game. He wins 
again until supper ts announced and all 
leave the room. | 


But Violetta returns, followed by Alfred. 
She fears he and the baron will quarrel and 
stage a duel and begs him to leave the 
house. He refuses and scathingly de- 
nounces her for unfaithfulness. At last 
he loses his self-control entirely and, fling- 
ing the door open, calls all the guests back 
to the room. He then denounces Violetta 
before them all, climaxing his diatribes by 
flinging a photograph of herself she had 
given him at her feet, together’ with all the 
money he has won.

The act closes with a magnificent finale, 
“Alfred, Thou Knowest Not.” 

ACT III. 

There is a brief prelude to this act. 

The scene ts Violetta’s apartment, where 
she is lying on a couch. She is wasted by 
illness and is near death. The doctor tries 
to reassure her but she knows the truth. 


Alone, she rereads a letter from the elder, 
Germont, telling how Alfred and the baron 
fought a duel resulting in the baron being 
wounded. 

“Your sacrifice has been revealed to Al- 
fred by me and he will return to you for 
pardon. Hasten to recover, you deserve a 
bright future,” she reads, but sighs “Alas, 
it is too late,” and then sings her pathetic 
farewell. : 

Alfred, penitent, arrives and is forgiven. 
At seeing him Violetta forgets, for the mo- 
ment, her illness and plans to leave Paris 
with him forever. They sing the “Far 
From Gay Paris.” 

The emotion of the meeting is too much 
for Violetta’s frail strength, however, and 
she collapses in her lover’s arm. 

Alfred sends for the doctor and his father 
comes with the physician. 

Violetta has a last surge of strength. 
Rising on her couch she cries, 

“Ah! Yes! I live. I have again returned 
to life.” 

Then she falls back, dead.

Through the aid of the Rosenwald 


Fund Georgia last year built 17 mod- 
ern Rosenwald schools for negroes, at 


a cost of $110,930, and is well ad- 
vanced in a similar building program 
for the present year, according to the 
annual report of Field Agent’ S. H. 
Lee, which has just been made pub- 
lic. Of the total cost $82,091 were

from the Rosenwald Fund. Ne- 
groes contributed $9,114, white people 
$1,900, and the general education 
board $1,225. Two of the buildings 
erected were one-teacher schools, two 
will have six teachers each, and the 
others from two to five, or a total of 
57 teachers for the 17 schoois. 

So far this year, according to the 
report, five Rosenwald schools have 
been completed at a cost of $32,800, 
of which the fund provided $4,500. 
Eleven more applications have been 
approved and most of these buildings 
already are under construction. There 
are in the whole state 201 Rosenwald 
schools, though there are 6U counties 
which have none at all: 

The report further shows that 29 
counties have Jeanes supervising 
while 16 have negro home 
demonstration agents and 14 employ 
negro farm demonstrators. There are 
33 county training schools for negroes 
in the state and 10 state-nided high 
schools;

The Associated Press price index of

of a point at the close. 

Charles EK. Mitchell, chairman ol 
the National City bank, who inati- 
gated a controversy over the credit 
situation that reverberated throughout 
the country by coming to the aid of 
their market on March 26, again 
acted to save the money market from 
complete demoralization today by 
vending funds to the loan desk to be 
put out in certain amounts at pro- 
gressively higher rates. 

Mr. Mitchell declined to disclose 
how much money he had made avail- 
able. He explained that this situa- 
tion was unlike that of March 26 in 
that it presented no elements of a 
dangerous crisis, as funds were avail- 
able at the higher rate, while for a 
time then funds were not to had 
at any price. He indicated that tight 
money may be expected until well into 
May, as fhe normal return of funds 
to this center aftér the tirst of the 
month will lag, owing to the reluct- 
ance of interior banks to put funds 
in the stock market, because of the 
attitude of the federal reserve. 

The May 1. settlements usually 
cause a temporary tightening of 
funds, but the extraordinary string- 
ency at this time was attributed by 
Wall Street directly to the federal re- 
serve policy of diverting fuyds from 
the stock market.

GERMANS DENY REPORT, 
OF BANK'S CONDITION 


; 
Berlin, April 26.—()—The Wolff 
bureau, German press association, has 
issued a denial. of reports of French 
origin dealing with the condition of 
the Reichsbank and the raising of its 
rediscount rate yesterday from 6 1-2 


to 7 1-2 per cént. 
The.statement charges “conclusions” 
reported to it by French sources rep- 
resented an intentional undermining 
of German credit abroad. It denied 
there had been extensive foreign with- 
drawal of deposits from Germany. 
The statement follows: 
“According to report by a French 
news agency Wednesday's session of 
the Dawes plan transter committee 
has given rise to conclusions which 
eannot be explained otherwise than 
as an intentional undermining of Ger- 
man credit abroad. 
“It was said, for instance, that 
certain foreign banks considered it 
wise to withdraw their deposits from 
Germany. Up to the present such 
withdrawals have not been noticeable. 
If such a sudden hint should lead to 
withdrawals it will be evident from 
what quarter the signal has been given 
and: to whom must be ascribed the 
blame for the transfer difficulties 
arising from them. 
ry Apparently the members of the 
transfer committee recognized the 
irresponsibility of the reports and the 
danger of creating through the press 
such sentiment tending to induce with- 
drawals, and gave out a statement te 
the effect that they had not suggested 
a raise in the discount rate ‘of the 
Reichsbank. : 
“As a matter of fact the Reichs- 
bank watched recent exchange and 
gold export developments with in- 
creasing apprehension and had de- 
cided to increase the discount rate al- 
ready, before the sessions of the trans- 
fer committee. The Reichsbank merely 
waited for the weekly statement of 
April 23 to have a complete survey _of 
the total status of the bank in order 
to be able to judge the amount of the 
necessary discount rate increase. As 
soon as it was submitted the Reichs- 
bank drew the necessary deductions 
from its weekly statement.” 


ACTION TO SOLVE 
GOLD DEPLETION. 

Paris, April 26.— (4) —French 
financial cireles believed today that 
action of the Reichsbank yesterday 
in raising its discount rate from 
6 1-2 to 7 1-2 per cent had solved at 
least tsenpornelie the situation pre- 
sented by serious. depletion of the 
bank’s gold reserve. 

The action of the Reichsbank di- 
rectorate—assumed of course to have 
had the authorization of President 
Hjalmar Schacht—diminished _ little, 
however, the feelings aroused by the 
intense criticism of the French press, 
some members Of which charged Dr. 
Schacht with deliberate torpedoing of 
the Dawes plan.

Price of Heritage. 

Two things, at least. And the first 
is this: That our Christian heritage 
of Light and Life has back of it a 
great price. Christ died for us. ‘He 
was wounded for our transgressions, 
He was bruised for our iniquities ;
